“Never ought to con- 
vict on circumstantial evidence,” 
they wag their heads sadly. Question 
them and you find that they are ut- 
terly unable to give any definition of 
what ‘they denounce so readily. 

Yet these people are acting, every 
day of their lives, and in all relations 
of life, on circumstantial evidence, 
and often preferring it ‘to direct evi- 
dence or ‘the testimony of eyewit- 
nesses. Suppose that at a party, 
while most of tthe guests are playing 
games, two of ithe men, Brown and 
Hirshberg, wander back to ‘the din- 
ing room. For the next !two hours 
they remain unseen. As the party 
breaks up 'the two emerge and Brown 
promptly trips over the door sill and 
falls flat. Both are lifted into ttheir 
cars, surrounded by an overpower- 
ing stench of Mist o' the Mountain. 
Mrs. Brown takes ‘the wheel and be- 
gins ‘to speak her mind. “Quite 
wrong, m dear,’ mutters Brown. 
“Never itouched a drop. Jes’ a li'l 
glass of ginger ale. Musta been ‘the 
s’rimps.” 

There she has her chcice. Brown's 
statement is the direct evidence of 
an eyewitness as ‘to what went on in 
the dining room. Everything else— 
the way he looks and talks and acts 
and smells--is nothing but circum- 
stantial evidence. Of course’ Mrs. 
Brown distrusts that, instantly ac- 
icepts Brown's direct evidence and 
| says, “Isn't it strange how a little 
ginger ale will affect a man?” 

! The classic example of circum- 
i stantial evidence is ‘the footprint seen 
on the beach by Robinson Crusoe. He

Another great murderer by system 
was George Joseph Smith’ When 
j three of his eight wives were drown- 
jed in {tthe bath while he was nearby, 
it was obvious that no one saw him 
drown 'them, but in spite of the whol- 
\ly circumstantial nature of ithe evi- 
‘dence, an English jury refused to be- 
lieve that so many drownings were 
‘mere coincidences and turned him ov- 
er the hangman. 

There was absolutely no case at 
‘all against Dr. Crippen. Nothing ex- 
cept that, under an assumed name,, 
he had suddenly fled across the sea | 
with his typist, who was disguised 
as a boy. That, and the fects ithat 
he had left in his London basement 
some fragments of his very disagree- 
able wife, together with a piece of

been poisoned by hyoscin--a drug

, based entirely on circumstantial evi- 
dence is true only in narrow, techni- 
cal sense. It amounts ito the obvious 
statement that, as in most murders, 
no eye witness was present at the 
actual killing. But the crime includ- 
ed many subsidiary acts, to which 
there was direct evidence. And it 
is wholly unnecessary ito be penrturb- 
ed about an innocent person in @ 
position similar ‘to Hauptmann’s, be- 
cause not in a million years would 
the powers of Heaven and earth 
unite to tangle an innocent person 
in a net of so many strands. That 
‘a lady as intelligent as Mrs. Roose- 
velt could fancy such a 
conceivable shows how general is the 
custom of taking our ideas of crim- 
inal procedure not from what is acu- 
ally happening in the courts but from 
the fantastic inventions of novelists. 
Their Axiom No. 1, for 50 years, has 
been that 'the Accused (who is being 
tried on circumstantial evidence) is 
always innocent and the Police are 
always wrong. 

Two learned legal gentlemen, Pro- 
fessor Edwin M. Borchard, of Yale, 
and Mr. Russell Lutz, listing ‘the er- 
rors of criminal justice in a recent 
book called ‘“Convicting the Inno- 
cent’ were able ‘to record no instance 
in this country of the execution of | 
the death penalty upon an innocent 
person.
